Town of Starksboro, on State payments in your municipality 
of various types of assistance and welfare during 1951. 
The total number of recipients in the State has declined, 


but expenditures are larger by reason of increases in the 
legal monthly maximums authorized by the 1951 Legislature. 
Funds for the support of these programs were derived from 
the Federal Government 57.5%, State Government 37.6% 
and Town or City 4.9%. Total administrative expenses for 
the four types of Public Assistance were 4.2% and for all 
programs and services 6.5%, giving Vermont top ranking 
in the nation for low cost. In Vermont one in six persons 
over sixty-five receive Old Age Assistance and one in fifty 
children under the age of eighteen receive Aid to Dependent 
Children. 


None of the assistance programs are pensions. They are 
paid on the basis of need and in accordance with policies and 
procedures established under law. Children and parents, in 
proportion to their ability, have Hate as well as moral 
obligations under the Statutes.

The enrollment in your schools is as follows: 52 pupils 
at the Robinson School; 21 pupils at Jerusalem and 10 at 
the Gore, or a grand total of 88. This indicates a downward 
trend in school enrollment. 

Your schools are all doing excellent work this year. Chief 
credit for this goes to the teachers in your town, all of whom 
are capable and take a sincere interest in their schools. 


Your school board has made wise decisions in establish- 
ing reasonable salaries to insure security and encourage- 
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ment for teachers, knowing that, “its the teacher that makes 
a School.” | 


I should be very proud to have you visit any of your 
schools, for the programs of study are good and each building 
is having excellent care by janitors, teachers and pupils. 


Your school board is very vigilant in the matter of 
economy, but have always in making decisions, given due 
consideration to the children’s health and safety on the 
busses and in the schools. 


The following facts are taken from the superintendents 
report to the State last July 1st, and would not differ 
greatly now. Cost per pupil for a year of education in 
Starksboro schools, $176.84, and $200.00 now for each high 
school pupil at Bristol and $170.00 at Hinesburg. Annual 
cost per pupil for transportation $39.15. rly 


The average teacher’s salary is now $2,050.00. 


I am happy to inform you that as a group, your pupils 
at Bristol High School lead all other tuition groups in 
scholarship. | 


I am grateful for the cooperation of the school directors 
and citizens, and we all are thankful for the efforts of 
janitors, hot lunch workers, public health nurses and local 
committees who strive to make our schools a success. |
